Q£   ^e    public  schools  in  theatrical   performances  at  the 

Boston  Museum,  particularly  with  regard  to  the  manner 

of  their  engagement  and  training  for  said   performances, 

submitted  the  following  report :  — 
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About  sixty  boys  and  girls  have  been  employed  during 
the  past  three  weeks  in  theatrical  performances  at  the  Bos- 
ton Museum,  most  of  the  time  during  the  regular  school 
sessions.  These  children  were  selected  from  a  large  num- 
ber of  applicants  by  Mr.  J.  B.  Sharland,  one  of  the 
special  musical  instructors  of  the  Boston  schools.  Most 
of  the  children  selected  are,  or  were,  pupils  of  our  schools 
—  sixteen  being  members  of  the  Brimmer,  and  fourteen  of 
the  Winthrop  School.  Many  of  the  children  have,  since 
their  employment  at  the  theatre,  obtained  their  discharge 
from  school,  for  the  reason  that  they  "  intend  to  travel.' 
There  is  no  doubt  in  the  mind  of  the  committee  of  the  in- 
jury to  these  children  in  being  withdrawn  from  school  for 
this  purpose,  or  of  the  injurious  effect  upon  the  schools  for 
two  or  three  hundred  pupils  to  be  withdrawn  even  for  a 
comparatively  short  time  to  attend  rehearsals  awaiting  the 
decision  of  the  musical  instructor  regarding  their  fitness 
for  the  stage.  The  effect  of  the  mere  withdrawal  of  an 
equal  number  of  pupils  from  the  schools,  which  is  particu- 
larly objectionable  at  this  season  of  the  year,  is  not  to 
be  compared  in  extent  or  character  with  the  injury  to 
scholars  under  the  circumstances  of  this  case.  There  is  a 
feeling  of  excitement  and  unrest  among  many  of  the  class- 
mates of  these  performers,  which,  to  say  the  least,  is  not 
conducive  to  study  or  proper  discipline.  The  committee 
very  much  regret  that  Mr.  Sharland  was  induced  to  put 
himself  in  a  position  where  his  name  and  his  influence  as 
a  teacher  in  the  public  schools  must  have  encouraged  many 
children  to  seek,  and  many  parents  to  allow  them  to  seek, 
employment  of  this  nature.  Injustice  to  Mr.  Sharland  it 
should  be  stated  that  he  has  assured  the  committee  that  he 
entered  upon  the  work  as  an  employe  of  the  proprietors  of 
the  enterprise  without  due  thought  of  the  effects  of  the  per- 
formances upon  the  schools ;  that  his  labor  in  selecting  and 
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training  the  children  was  done  while  the  schools  were  not 
in  session,  and  that  he  now  regrets  his  connection  with  the 
undertaking. 

The  chairman  of  the  committee  joined  the  Superintend- 
ent in  a  request  to  the  Police  Commissioners  to  revoke  the 
license  granted  to  this  entertainment.  This  seemed  the 
only  thing  which  the  committee  could  do  in  the  circum- 
stances, and  they  have  no  further  action  to  propose  to  the 
school  board.  Had  they  been  sooner  informed  of  what 
was  going  on  they  might  have  interfered  with  some  effect; 
but  the  information  was  received  too  late  to  enable  them 
to  be  of  any  service  in  protecting  the  schools  and  their 
pupils.  Should  any  similar  enterprise  on  the  part  of 
theatrical  managers  or  speculators  be  attempted  hereafter, 
the  committee  hope  that  no  instructor  of  the  public  schools 
will  be  drawn  into  it,  and  that  the  masters  of  schools  from 
which  such  pupils  may  be  taken  will  give  immediate 
notice  to  the  School  Committee  or  the  Superintendent,  in 
order  that  effective  means  of  prevention  may  be  resorted 
to  in  time.

CHAPTER  XXIII. 

Regulations  of  the  Evening  Schools. 

Section  335.  Evening  schools  for  adults,  and  such 
children  as  are  unable  to  attend  the  day  schools,  may  be 
established  by  the  Committee  on  Evening  Schools,  as  fol- 
lows :  — 

1.  One  Evening  High  School  for  pupils  from  all  parts 
of  the  city,  who  are  qualified  for  admission.  No  pupil 
shall  attend  this  school  who  has  not  passed  a  satisfactory 
examination  in  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  and  geog- 
raphy. 

2.  One  Elementary  Evening  School  in  each  division, 
but  a  second  evening  school  may  be  established  in  the 
Eighth  Division  whenever  it  shall  appear  to  the  committee 
in  charge  that  more  than  thirty  persons  are  prevented  by 
distance  from  attending  any  evening  school ;  and  a  second 
evening  school  may  be   established  in   any  division  when 
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the  average  number  attending  the  school  or  schools  of 
such  division  during  the  preceding  season  exceeded  one 
hundred  and  eighty.  As  far  as  practicable  applicants  for 
admission  who  are  under  fifteen  shall  be  excluded. 

3.  No  evening  school,  except  as  provided  in  the  pre- 
ceding article,  shall  be  established  unless  forty  scholars 
have  previously  pledged  themselves  to  attend  the  same 
regularly;  and  any  evening  school  shall  be  discontinued 
when  the  average  attendance  for  the  preceding  month  has 
fallen  below  thirty. 

Sect;.  336.  The  term  of  the  evening  schools  shall 
begin  on  the  last  Monday  in  September,  and  close  on  the 
first  Friday  in  March.  The  two  weeks  preceding  the  first 
Monday  in  January  shall  be  vacation.  The  session  of 
these  schools  shall  begin  at  seven  o'clock  and  close  at 
nine  o'clock,  on  the  five  evenings  of  the  week  from  Mon- 
day to  Friday,  both  inclusive,  the  evenings  of  legal  holi- 
days excepted.  The  school-rooms  shall  be  opened  and  the 
teachers  shall  be  present  fifteen  minutes  before  the  time 
for  the  session  to  begin. 

Sect.  337.  The  principal  shall  be  responsible  for  the 
general  management  of  the  school.  One  assistant  shall 
be  allowed  for  every  fifteen  pupils,  and  an  excess  of  ten 
pupils  shall  entitle  the  school  to  an  additional  assistant; 
but  in  schools  of  less  than  fifty  the  principal  shall  be  in- 
cluded in  the  complement.  Assistants  shall  be  dismissed 
at  the  close  of  any  month  in  which  the  average  attendance 
shall  have  fallen  below  the  number  authorizing;  their 
employment. 

Sect.  338.  The  principal  of  each  school,  with  as 
many  assistants  as  may  be  necessary,  shall  be  in  attend- 
ance at  the  school-rooms  for  the  examination,  registry,  and 
classification  of  applicants  for  admission,  on  such  evenings 
before  the  beginning  of  the  term  as  the  committee  in 
charge  may  designate. 
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Sect.  339.  The  Committee  on  Evening  Schools  shall 
have  the  general  charge  and  supervision  of  all  these 
schools ;  and  each  school  shall  be  under  the  special  care  of 
one  member  of  this  committee.  .  At  least  one  week  before 
the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  in  October,  this  committee 
shall  recommend  as  many  qualified  candidates  as  maj  be 
necessary  for  principals  and  assistants  of  the  evening 
schools,  to  the  Committee  on  Nominations,  who  shall  con- 
sider and  report  the  same  in  like  manner  as  for  instructors 
for  the  day  schools.  Principals  shall  be  elected  by  ballot 
and  assistants  by  confirmation. 

Sect.  340.      The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  designate 

> 

one  or  more  supervisors  to  visit  and  examine  the  evening 
schools  as  often  as  once  in  every  month,  and  to  report 
their  condition  and  progress  to  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee. 

Sect.  341.  The  principal  of  each  evening  school  shall 
keep  an  exact  record  of  the  attendance  of  every  pupil,  and 
once  each  month  shall  report  the  same  to  the  Superin- 
tendent, who  shall  notify  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
in  charge  when  the  average  number  reported  requires  the 
discontinuance  of  any  school,  or  the  dismissal  of  any 
assistant. 

Sect.  342.  No  person  shall  be  received  as  a  pupil  of 
any  evening  school  until  he  has  stated  to  the  principal 
thereof  upon  what 'evenings  he  can  probably  attend,  and 
has  pledged  himself  to  attend  upon  those  evenings  as 
regularly  as  his  circumstances  will  permit.  The  princi- 
pal shall  enter  the  names,  address,  and  the  evenings  for 
the  attendance  of  each  pupil,  in  a  book  kept  for  the  pur- 
pose. Any  scholar  who  shall  absent  himself  from  school 
for  seven  consecutive  evenings  on  which  his  attendance  is 
due  shall  be  discharged,  and  shall  not  be  readmitted  until 
he    shall    have    satisfactorily  explained    his    absence.     A 
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principal  may  discharge  a  pupil  for  disobedience  or  im- 
proper conduct ;  and  such  pupil  shall  not  be  reinstated 
without  the  consent  of  the  committee  in  charge. 

Sect.  343.  Public  examinations  or  exhibitions  may  be 
held  at  the  close  of  the  season  with  the  consent  of  the 
committee  in  charge. 

Sect.  344.  During  the  month  of  September,  in  each 
year,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  examine  candidates 
for  positions  as  instructors  in  the  Evening  Elementary 
Schools,  and  this  examination  shall  be  confined  to  reading, 
writing,  grammar,  arithmetic,  geography,  and  history,  and 
the  theory  and  practice  of  teaching.  No  person  (except 
a  graduate  of  the  Boston  Normal  School)  who  has  not 
passed  this  examination,  and  received  a  certificate  of 
qualification,  shall  be  eligible  as  an  instructor  in  such  schools. 

Sect.  345.  The  text-books  used  in  the  evening 
schools  shall  be  such  only  as  are  duly  authorized  by  the 
Board.  The  pupils  shall  be  encouraged  to  purchase  the 
books  required  for  use ;  but  those  who  are  unable  to  do  so 
shall  be  supplied  by  the  city.  The  principal  shall  be 
responsible  for  all  books  owned  by  the  city ;  and  they  shall 
not  be  taken  from  the  school-house. 

Sect.  346.  The  following  studies,  and  no  others, 
shall  be  taught  in  the  Evening  High  School :  book-keep- 
ing, commercial  arithmetic,  penmanship,  the  elements  of 
algebra  and  geometry,  and  English  composition.  Ad- 
vanced mathematics  may  be  taught,  should  twenty  persons 
who  have  previously  passed  a  satisfactory  examination 
in  the  whole  of  plane  geometry,  and  in  quadratic  equations 
in  algebra,  petition  for  such  instruction. 

Sect.  347.  The  salaries  of  the  instructors  of  the 
evening  schools  shall  be  at  a  fixed  rate  per  week  for  each 
week  of  actual  service. 

Sect.  348.     The  truant  officers,  or  such  of  them  as  may 
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be  detailed  for  the  purpose  by  the  Committee  on  Truant 
Officers,  shall  render  such  service  in  connection  with  the 
evening  schools  as  may  be  required  by  the  committee  in  charge. 

Sect.  349.  The  Committee  on  Evening  Schools  shall 
report  to  the  Board  for  approval  such  school-houses,  or 
other  buildings,  as  are  needed  for  the  use  of  the  evening 
schools. 

Sect.  350.  The  evening  schools  shall  be  governed 
by  the  regulations  of  the  School  Committee  other  than  those 
contained  in  this  chapter,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable."

Ordered,  That  Sect.  365  of  the  Regulations  be 
amended  by  the  addition  of  the  following :  '  He  shall  de- 
vote himself  principally  to  children  not  on  any  school  reg- 
ister, and  visit  them  at  their  homes  or  places  of  employ- 
ment, or  look  after  them  in  the  streets.' 

This  committee  find  that  Sect.  365  already  provides 
that  each  truant  officer  '  shall  endeavor  to  procure  the 
attendance  at  school  of  all  the  children  of  the  districts 
assigned  to  him,  who  are  required  by  law  to  attend  school.' 
The  addition  of  the  proposed  amendment  would  be  a  repe- 
tition, in  substance,  of  what  is  now  required. 

Again,  by  the  General  Statutes,  it  is  required,  that 
'  Each  city  and  town  shall  make  all  needful  provisions 
and  arrangements  concerning  habitual  truants  and  children 
between  the  ages  of  seven  and  fifteen  ....  not  attend- 
ing school ; '  and  it  does  not  seem  quite  proper  that  the 
School  Committee  should  require  the  truant  officers  to 
attend  'principally'  to  one  duty,  to  the  possible  neglect 
of  the  other. 
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The  committee  are  also  instructed  to  incorporate  in  the 
same  section,  the  following  :  — 

'  Children  on  any  school  register,  and  not  suspected  of 
truancy,  shall  not  be  visited  by  him  (the  truant  officer) 
on  account  of  occasional  absence;  nor  shall  he  visit  chil- 
dren suspended  by  a  principal,  unless  directed  to  do  so  by 
the  Division  Committee.' 

This  committee  have  endeavored  to  comply  with  the  in- 
structions of  the  Board,  by  incorporating  the  substance  of 
the  proposed  amendments  in  a  new  draft  of  the  section,  as 
follows :  — 

Sect.  365. —Each  truant  officer  shall  give  his  whole  Amendment  to

time  to  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  except  as 
may  be  otherwise  provided  for  vacations,  by  the  Committee 
on  Truant  Officers.  He  shall  endeavor  to  procure  the 
attendance  at  school  of  all  the  children  of  the  districts 
assigned  to  him,  who  are  required  by  law  to  attend  school, 
and  especially  of  such  as  are  not  members  of  any  school, 
visiting  them  at  their  homes  or  places  of  employment,  or 
looking  after  them  in  the  streets  for  this  purpose ;  and  he 
shall,  by  persuasion  and  argument,  both  with  the  children 
and  their  parents  or  guardians,  and  by  other  means  than 
legal  compulsion,  strive  to  secure  such  attendance.  The 
truant  officers  shall  not  be  employed  to  inquire  into  the 
occasional  absence  of  pupils  of  the  public  schools  who  are 
not  suspected  of  truancy,  or  be  required  to  visit  those  sus- 
pended by  principals,  unless  directed  to  do  so  by  the 
Division  Committee.

In  June,  1879,  the  number  of  pupils  belonging  to  the  school 
was  eighty,  an  increase  of  eleven  during  the  year,  twenty-two 
having  been  admitted  and  eleven  withdrawn.  Of  this  number 
fifty-five  were  residents  of  Boston,  twenty-three  of  towns  in  the 
vicinity,  and  two  came  from  other  States.  Of  the  twenty-two 
admitted  during  the  year,  thirteen  were  young  pupils  who  had 
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received  no  previous  instruction,  and  who  may  therefore  be 
considered  as  having  entered  upon  the  full  course  of  training 
which  the  school  provides.  In  December  last  an  additional 
teacher  was  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  class  of  beginners 
then  formed.  The  condition  of  the  school  and  the  progress  of 
the  several  classes  during  the  year  have  been  gratifying  to  the 
committee. 

The  number  of  scholars  has  increased  steadily  from  year  to 
year,  and  already  the  present  accommodations  ai'e  insufficient, 
although  ample  when  the  building  now  occupied  was  fitted  for 
the  use  of  this  school,  in  1875.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Board, 
July  8,  1879,  the  order  "  That  the  City  Council  be  requested  to 
remodel  the  Horace  Mann  School  to  accommodate  the  increasing 
demands  of  the  school "  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  School 
Houses.  The  natural  and  evident  desire  of  the  parents  of  deaf 
children  to  keep  them  under  parental  care  and  in  the  com- 
panionship of  their  hearing  brothers  and  sisters,  provided  they 
can  obtain  for  them  the  special  instruction  they  need,  is  suffi- 
cient ground  for  predicating  a  continued  increase  in  the  school ; 
and  the  committee  are  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  it  would  be 
advisable  to  consider,  without  delay,  plans  for  such  increase  of 
accommodations  as  may  provide  for  the  growth  of  the  school  for 
some  years  to  come,  though  they  doubt  whether  it  will  be  prac- 
ticable to  secure  such  provision  in  the  present  location. 

During  the  past  year  the  relations  of  this  school  to  the  State 
and  to  the  city  have  been  duly  considered  by  a  joint  committee 
representing  the  interests  of  both,  and  the  connection  continues 
entirely  satisfactory.

age, reported  as  follows  :  — 

The  pressure  of  business  upon  the  individual  members 
of  the  committee  at  the  close  of  the  last  school  year  pre- 
vented the  consideration  of  the  order  before  the  benrinnin^ 
of  the  present  school  year,  since  which  time  it  has  received 
the  careful  attention  of  the  committee. 

No  member  of  the  committee  appeared  to  be  in  favor 
of  establishing  a  position  to  be  filled  by  a  high-salaried 
official. 

The  erection  of  school-buildings,  or  any  extensive  altera- 
tion or  repairs  of  them,  is  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Council, 
though  the  plans  for  such  building  or  improvement  must 
be  approved  by  the  School  Committee.  The  city  employs 
officials  in  its  architectural  and  engineering  departments 
who  are  supposed  to  be  fully  informed  on  the  subjects  of 
ventilation  and  drainage.  If  the  School  Board  desire  to 
obtain  independent  advice  before  approving  the  plans  sub- 
mitted by  the  City  Council,  nothing  less  than  the  opinions 
of  a  competent  and  skilful  engineer  would  satisfy  their 
requirements.  The  salary  of  such  an  official  could  hardly 
be  less  than  three  or  four  thousand  dollars  a  year.  The 
instances  in  which  the  advice  of  such  an  engineer  would 
be  of  actual  service  to  the  Board  are  not  more  than  one  or 
two  in  a  year.  Most  of  the  difficulties  resulting  from  bad 
ventilation  and  drainage  are  discovered  after  the  erection 
of  the  building  ;  and,  when  they  can  be  remedied  at  all,  it 
is  generally  at  an  expenditure  of  a  few  dollars,  or  a  few 
hundred  dollars.  But  this  Board  has  not  even  an  ad- 
visory voice  in  the  correction  of  such  defects. 

If  the  Board  employed  an  engineer,  competent  to  deal 
with  these  minor  defects,  he  would  have  no  authority,  and 
no  official  connection  with  the  City  Council,  or  with  the 
officials  who  direct  the  repairs  or  alterations. 
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In  the  capacity  of  "chief  janitor,"  the  burden  of  such 
an  official's  labors  would  be  the  inspection  of  the  work  of 
the  janitors ;  and  this  part  of  his  duties  hardly  requires 
the  services  of  a  professional  engineer. 

The  studying  up  of  a  system  of  ventilation,  or  of  drain- 
age, for  a  large  building,  requires  abilities  not  needed  for 
the  burden  of  the  work,  such  as  seeing  that  a  building  is 
properly  heated,  that  the  ashes  are  sifted,  the  cellars  kept 
in  order,  and  that  out-buildings  are  neatly  kept. 

This  committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  inexpedient 
to  create  an  office  whose  incumbent  shall  discharge  the 
various  duties  described  in  the  order. 

But  this  committee  find  it  necessary  that  some  sort  of 
an  official  should  be  appointed  in  connection  with  the  work 
of  the  janitors.  Before  the  beginning  of  the  present  school 
year,  the  auditing  clerk,  with  a  horse  and  carriage  pro- 
vided by  the  city,  was  available  to  the  committee,  when  a 
visit  to  a  school-house  became  necessary  in  order  to  inspect 
the  heating  apparatus,  to  investigate  a  complaint  against  a 
janitor,  or  for  any  other  service. 

Now  the  office  work  of  the  auditing  clerk  is  sufficient  to 
keep  him  busily  employed,  so  that  no  one  is  at  ham?  to 
answer  the  frequent  calls  for  investigation  at  the  school- 
houses.  The  janitor  of  the  Mason-street  building  has 
proved  himself  to  be  a  faithful,  competent,  and  effective 
man,  not  only  in  the  duties  required  of  one  in  his  position, 
but  in  a  great  variety  of  others.  As  an  assistant  janitor  ■ 
is  employed  at  the  rooms,  partly  to  relieve  the  night  offi- 
cer, it  was  proposed  in  the  committee,  that  the  janitor, 
with  a  small  increase  of  his  salary,  be  made  available  for 
the  duty  indicated. 

•  A  month  ago  the  committee  instructed  the  auditing 
clerk,  as  an  experiment,  to  employ  the  janitor  for  the 
purposes  stated,  and  to  examine  into  the  condition  of  the 


/ 
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school-bouses  and  heating-apparatus.  The  experiment  was 
continued  three  weeks,  and  the  janitor  made  a  report  which 
was  entirely  satisfactory  to  the  committee. 

After  this  trial  of  the  plan  the  committee  were  satisfied 
that  its  adoption  would  realize  all  the  practicable  advan- 
tages of  the  appointment  of  a  chief  janitor.  They,  there- 
fore, —  if  this  report  should  be  accepted  by  the  Board,  — 
propose  to  appoint  the  janitor  of  the  rooms  to  perform  the 
duties  indicated,  under  the  direction  of  the  auditing  clerk. 

They  do  not  propose  to  give  him  any  especial  authority 
over  the  janitors,  or  to  apply  any  particular  title  to  his 
position.  The  additional  expense  incurred  by  this  ar- 
rangement will  bo  less  than  two  hundred  dollars,  though 
it  may  become  necessary  to  expend  another  small  amount 
for  the  relief  of  the  night  officer.

The  schools,  two  in  number,  located  on  North  Margin 
street  and  East-street  place,  are  in  charge  of  female  assist- 
ants, under  the  supervision  of  the  masters  of  the  Eliot 
and  Bowditcb  schools,  respectively. 

During  the  past  year  the  regulations  have  been 
amended  so  as  to  provide  for  the  admission  of  girls,  as 
well  as  boys,  to  these  schools. 

The  school  in  North  Margin  street  numbers  sixty-one 
pupils, —  forty-one  boys  (thirty-seven  boot-blacks  and  four 
newsboys),  and  twenty  girls  (pedlers).  The  ages  of 
the  pupils  are  between  nine  and  fifteen  years.

The  teachers  are  faithful  and  devoted  to  their  work,  the 
regulations  are  complied  with,  and  the  schools  are  in  a 
favorable  condition.
